Drugs petition may 
save Richard’s life 


Add your voice to campaign to keep life-saving medication on NHS 


A Northampton man who be¬ 
gan a petition with his partner 
to stop his life-saving cancer 
medication being cut from the 
NHS, is halfway to having the 
issue potentially debated in 
Parliament. 

Richard Bassett and Victoria 
Janes have had their petition 
signed by more than 69,000 
people, but need at least 
100,000 if it is to be consid¬ 
ered for debate in the House 
of Commons. 

The 27-year-old meteorol¬ 
ogy PhD student, from Abing- 
ton Avenue, Northampton, has 
a rare stomach cancer called 
Wildtype GIST (Gastronintes- 
tinal Stromal Tumour). 

There are three drugs that 
can treat it, including Regoraf- 
enib, which was recently cut 
from the Cancer Drugs Fund¬ 
ing (CDF) list. 

Mr Bassett said: “One of the 
drugs doesn’t work for me and 
the other, which I am current¬ 
ly using, will eventually need 
to be upgraded to Regorafenib. 


“If it is no longer available 
then the truth is, when my cur¬ 
rent medicine stops working, 
that’s it. 

“I’ll be left to die.” 

Although NHS England has 
said the cut would save mil¬ 
lions of pounds, Mr Bassett 
said: “There are only about 29 
GIST patients who need it to 
live normal lives, which can¬ 
not add up to that much in the 
grand scheme of things.” 

Regorafenib can be bought 
privately, but costs £1,000 per 
week and is needed by the pa¬ 
tient on a constant basis. 

Last month, Miss Janes 
launched an online petition 
to get the decision reviewed 
in Parliament and the drug 
reinstated for public funding. 

His brother then came up 
with a social media campaign 
- ‘#100,000 voices will help 
keep me alive’ - to generate at¬ 
tention. 

It has since been noticed 
and retweeted by celebrities 
such as Russell Brand, Lor¬ 
raine Kelly and Kym Marsh. 

But the 100,000 signatures 


target must be met before Par¬ 
liament is dissolved for the 
General Elections on March 
30. Mr Bassett and Miss Janes 
also support PAWS-GIST, a 
charity to develop a clinic for

boosting publicity for the 
petition was crucial because 
of legal restraints on chari¬ 
ties to help. 

■ She said: “We are strug¬ 
gling to gain wide publicity 
as larger national cancer 
charities, such as Macmillan 
Cancer Support, are unable 
to promote the issue due to 
the Lobbying Act 2014. 

■ “This gagging law pre¬ 
vents smaller charities from 
campaigning against politi¬ 
cal parties within one year of 
a general election.”

Greyfriars gone 


Lady’s Lane and Greyfriars in 
Northampton town centre re¬ 
opened to traffic on Tuesday, 
48 hours after the bus station 
was demolished. 

Some debris from the 
20,000-tonne building caused 
minor damage to the surface 
of the road and created a “larg¬ 
er depression” to the road in 
Greyfriars. 

A Northamptonshire 
County Council spokesman 
said: “We believe that the 
space underneath Greyfriars 
may have been a former drain 
that has opened up, but both 
roads are being patched up. 

The former Greyfriars bus 
station was demolished on 
Sunday morning, a series of 
controlled explosions reduc¬ 
ing it to rubble in only six sec¬ 
onds. 

Surrounding roads were 
closed and people evacuated 
from homes and businesses 
from 8am that day, with the 
demolition taking place short¬ 
ly before 10am. 

It is hoped the site will be 
cleared by July and will even¬ 
tually be used for retail devel¬ 
opment.

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Six large medieval knight 
sculptures made by chainsaw 
artists will appear in North¬ 
ampton town centre next 
week as part of a celebration 
of the town’s history.

Digging up new path 
was‘part of plans' 


The path in Guildhall Road has been dug up again for lighting work. 


Digging up parts of the new 
pavement again in Guildhall 
Road, that was completed 
shortly before Christmas, 
was always part of the plan, 
the borough leader has said. 
Work to repave and widen the 
pathway to accommodate ta¬ 
bles and chairs, create parking 
spaces and plant trees began 
in September. 

However, in recent weeks 
the pavement has been broken 
up to install additional light¬ 
ing along the road. 

Councillor Brendan Gly- 
nane (Lib Dem, Delapre) said:

But the borough council 
said it was always the inten¬ 
tion to complete the works in 
two stages and the additional 
lighting will be installed at no 
extra cost to the taxpayer. 

Leader of Northampton 


Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh (Con, Rec¬ 
tory Farm), said work paused 
in December so there was no 
disruption to businesses dur¬ 
ing the Christmas period. 

He added: “In this final 
stage of work, which began 
last week, new light columns 
will be installed and the work 
will be completed during 
March. All of the work for 
this final stage will take place 
during the day, ensuring im¬ 
pact on businesses is kept to a 
minimum.” 

Councillor Mackintosh 


said that as several different 
contractors are involved in 
completing the work, it was di¬ 
vided into two phases accord¬ 
ing to contractors’ timetables 
and availability of materials. 

He added: “People should 
be reassured that there is no 
additional cost for this second 
phase of the planned works 
which will see new lighting, 
planters and trees installed. 

“The last stage will be a 
road closure on the afternoon 
of Sunday, March 15 for final 
work to the road and a deep 
clean. The improvements to

They currently sit top of 
the Aviva Premiership and 
also have a Champions Cup 
quarter-final at Clermont Au¬ 
vergne to look forward on the 
first weekend of April. 

And Dickson said: “It (los¬ 
ing at Saracens) is tough to 
take. We want to win big semi¬ 
finals and this was something 
for us to set the tone for the big 
end to the season. 

“But it’s small margins in 
games like this, knock-out 
rugby. 

“We started well but put 
our foot off the gas for 20 min- 
utes in the second half and 
teams like Sarries know how 
to turn that around.

“It’s bitterly disappoint¬

Meanwhile, Saints boss 
Jim Mallinder says Jon Fish¬ 
er will add real strength to the 
Saints squad after making a 
successful return from injury. 

The flanker put in an im¬ 
pressive performance in Sat¬ 
urday’s LV= Cup semi-final 
defeat at Saracens. 

It was his first game time 
since recovering from a foot 
injury sustained at Scarlets in 
early November. 

And Mallinder was de¬ 
lighted to have the powerful 
26-year-old back in action. 

“Jon’s been out a long time 
but I thought he made a really 
good contribution,” said the 
Saints director of rugby. 

“We took him off because 
his legs were going a little bit 
as it was his first game back, 
but he’ll play a lot more games 
this season and really add to 
the squad.” 

Fisher was taken off 15 
minutes into the second half 
with Alex Corbisiero, who 
took a bang to the shoulder, 
also replaced. 

But Mallinder has allayed 
fears over the England prop’s 
early withdrawal. 

“That was just a bit of a 
stinger so no problem there,” 
he said. 

“We got quite a lot on cuts 
on that (artificial) surface but 
generally the lads are fine, just 
disappointed.”
